Public First wants end to cabinet rule 


THE PETITION to per¬ 
suade West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council to become 
more democratic has 
now topped 2,000 sig¬ 
natures. 

But a similar number 
will be needed to force 
a referendum on a 
change from the cabi¬ 
net system at the coun¬ 
cil - which many have 
claimed is undemocra¬ 
tic, leading to decisions 
being taken by a hand¬ 
ful of councillors. 

The Public First 
group is trying to col¬ 
lect signatures from 5% 


of all of those on the 
West Dorset Electoral 
roll, believed to be be¬ 
tween 4,000 and 4,500 
people, to trigger the 
move. 

Public meetings about 
the issue have been 
packed, although the 
controlling Conserva¬ 
tive group declined to 
send a representative to 
the main meeting in 
Dorchester. 

It was in Dorchester 
that the petition in¬ 
creased to over 2,000 - 
with an extra 400 
gained in a few hours at 
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a stall in South Street 
on market day. 

“It’s great, but proba¬ 
bly not surprising, that 
people are coming out 
in force to sign the pe¬ 
tition to trigger a refer¬ 
endum on moving West 
Dorset District Council 
away from ‘cabinet’ 
government towards a 
more inclusive and 
democratic ‘commit¬ 
tee’ system’,” said Pub¬ 
lic First’s chairman, 
Clive Stafford Smith. 

“In Dorchester last 
Wednesday another 
400 signatures were ob¬ 
tained in a few hours at 
a stall manned by Pub¬ 
lic First supporters of 
different parties and 
none, all of whom be¬ 


lieved Democracy was 
the most important as¬ 
pect being fought for,” 
he continued. 

“In Dorchester, the 
council knocked out a 
huge town centre pub¬ 
lic car-park to build 
their own new council 
offices there. 

“Dorchester was vo¬ 
ciferously against. It 
was too much for peo¬ 
ple at the time, and still 
is. 

“People don’t want 
extraordinary decisions 
like that, under a nar¬ 
row cabinet govern¬ 
ment system, ever 
again.” 

During the week 
stickers have appeared 
on litter bins in Dorch¬ 



ester bearing the words 
‘Polling Station’.

IAN Collins began his passion for Dorset 
through artist John Craxton's love of the 
county. 

His friendship with Craxton has led to the 
opening, by David Attenborough no less, of 
the biggest exhibition of the late artist's 
works at the Dorset County Museum. 

For most, Craxton will not be a familiar name 
- but the great and good in the art world will 
know of him. His work features both Dorset 
and Crete where he spent some of his happi¬ 
est years. He was dubbed a neo romantic, a 
label he hated and was a life-long friend of 
Lucian Freud, also meeting and being in¬ 
spired by Picasso. 

Ian Collins, a former regional journalist, had 
known Craxton for a decade and is his art ex¬ 
ecutor. He has completed one book on Crax¬ 
ton, with another likely to follow. 



• HOW did your love of Dorset start? 

Through John who, by all accounts, was a tear¬ 
away in his school years, and continued in much 
the same vein when he was sent to Dorset to live. 
He's unusual in many ways but claims to have 
had only three official records of himself-a birth 
certificate, a passport and a death certificate. 

He lodged with an artist uncle and aunt in an an¬ 
cient cottage in the Cranborne Chase, close to 
the Pitt Rivers collection which he was given free 
access to. I met him through Prunella Clough. He 
seemed to know everyone and was a great friend 
of Lucien Freud. 

At our first meeting, in about 2000, at a wake, we 
got talking, went to the pub and had supper. I 
asked him that evening if I could write his biog¬ 
raphy but he said no, as he had done to other 
similar requests... but I started writing it, secretly. 


court, councils, inquests and the rest of it and for 
quite a time worked in press gallery at the House 
of Commons. I stuck it out for 34 years but was 
also writing books on the side and arranging ex¬ 
hibitions. 


• HOW long has this Dorchester exhibition 
been in the making? 

It's the biggest ever retrospective of his work and 
features around 120 pictures and objects. It's the 
biggest collection of his work to be seen in one 
place since an exhibition in London in 1967 
when a critic in The Times described him as an 
artist who struggled against happiness. 

I came down to Dorset after he died in 2009 and,

• WHAT was it he, and you liked about 
Dorset? 

It seemed to appeal to his nomadic personality, 
but also a love of wild, unspoilt places. Dorset 
suited him because of its relative remoteness - 
much as Greece did later in life, but also because 
it was better for his health. As a young man he 
was said to have pleurisy but it was probably TB. 



• HOW long have you been interested in art? 

Almost as long as I can remember; I studied eco¬ 
nomics at Manchester University but spent all of 
my time looking at paintings. When I finished I 
joined the Eastern Daily Press as a journalist but 
carried on spending too much time looking at art 
and studying artists. I did all the routine things - 
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in a way, I've been putting the exhibition to¬ 
gether ever since. In a way he's taken over my life. 
There's something about crossing the border 
into Dorset. As soon as I get here I know I'm 
somewhere different and ancient, which is very 
much reflected in the work that John did here. 
His Dorset works are often dark but there's a 
great colour burst in the work from Greece. 


• ARE there other exhibitions planned? 

I'm working on one in Cyprus which will then go 
on tour throughout Greece and there's a show in 
Athens planned next month. Much of this exhi¬ 
bition will go to Salisbury after the Dorchester 
event finishes in September.

CAMPAIGNING for the 
General Election may be 
in full swing but for Ann 
Evans and her team from 
the local Citizens’ Ad¬ 
vice Bureau (CAB) it 
never stops. 

Ann is the Dorchester, 
Sherborne and Districts 
CAB research and cam¬ 
paigns coordinator, lead¬ 
ing a team that 
constantly presses for 
better policies that affect 
people’s lives. 

Their efforts have re¬ 
sulted in changes at local 
and national level to im¬ 
prove life for people in 
everything from housing, 
public transport, working 
conditions and better fa¬ 
cilities for those with dis¬ 
abilities. 

The CAB is perhaps 
best known for its other 
main role of providing 
free independent and im¬ 
partial advice but the 
work undertaken by 
Ann’s team behind the 
scenes is also vital. 

She said: “The stories 
our clients tell us provide 
a unique insight into the 
problems faced by peo¬ 
ple in our area. We give 
our clients a voice by 
highlighting these prob¬ 
lems. 

“Our advisors are 
trained to recognise un¬ 
fairness and injustice in 
individual situations that 
also apply to others in a 
similar position. This can 
be collected evidence as 
a base for campaigning.” 

The team - Ann works 
with Diana Churchill, 
Rita Oxby and Ann 
Purvis - has recently 


worked in conjunction 
with other bureaux in 
Dorset to produce re¬ 
ports exploring the situa¬ 
tion with rented 
accommodation in the 
county and the difficul¬ 
ties faced by people with 
disabilities. 

They have also carried 
out a survey to highlight 
the problems with public 
transport for people in 
work and seeking em¬ 
ployment. 

The reports go to coun¬ 
cils and politicians and 
can make a real differ¬ 
ence. 

Ann said: “We are 
proud of what we 
achieve with our cam¬ 
paigns. Our past suc¬ 
cesses include taking 
part in campaigns that 
led to a government ben¬ 
efit department changing 
to a free phone number 
for claimants and agree¬ 
ing to a council tax ar¬ 
rears protocol with the 
local authority so that 
everyone is clear on the 
process. 

“There are always so 
many issues that affect 
people from all walks of 
life that need to be im¬ 
proved. We speak for 
people who can’t make 
those changes them¬ 
selves.” 

Daniel Cadisch, man¬ 
ager of the Dorchester, 
Sherborne and Districts’ 
CAB, said: “The re¬ 
search and campaign 
side of our work is a vital 
element of what we do 
alongside the ever-grow¬ 
ing service of providing 
free advice.”

Bethany's a real St John lifesaver

A DORCHESTER St 
John Ambulance first 
aid trainer has been re¬ 
united with a 10-year- 
old girl who used the 
skills he taught her to 
save her stepfather’s 
life. 

Grant Wilson, 48, 
travelled from Dorset 
to Cornwall to congrat¬ 
ulate St Columb Major 
Academy pupil, 

Bethany Simpson, who 
bravely stepped in 
when Robert Hoskins 
(41) collapsed and 
stopped breathing. 

Just three weeks after 
learning first aid, 
Bethany delivered car- 
dio-pulmonary resusci¬ 
tation (CPR) until an 
ambulance crew ar¬ 
rived. 

“I’m delighted to 
have been given the op¬ 
portunity to teach 
Bethany the skills that 
enabled her to be the 
difference between a 
life lost and a life 
saved,” said Grant, who 
covers Dorset, Devon 
and Cornwall for the 
charity. 

“It must have taken 
enormous confidence 
and courage to step in, 
but she is an incredibly 
brave and resourceful 
girl - a real credit to her 
family and her school.” 

Following the inci¬ 
dent, Robert, with 
Bethany's mum, Jane 
Simpson (40), said the 
government should 
make teaching first aid 
compulsory in all 
schools and is backing 
St John Ambulance’s 


Big First Aid Lesson 
campaign. 

The drama unfolded 
in the evening of Sun¬ 
day, March 15th, while 
Jane and Robert were 
watching TV in bed. 

Both of them had 
nodded off, but Jane 
woke up and noticed 
Robert's breathing had 
become shallow, erratic 
and laboured, like he 
was in pain. 

Jane quickly realised 
he was unresponsive, 
called 999 and fol¬ 
lowed the operator's ad¬ 
vice, including moving 
him onto his side to try 
and make him more 
comfortable. 

But, when Robert 
stopped breathing com¬ 
pletely and the operator 
told her to give CPR, 
Jane completely froze. 

“Fortunately, Bethany 
heard me scream, came 
into the bedroom and 
said, ‘It’s OK, mum, I 
know what to do.’ She 
was so confident and 
took charge.” 

Bethany gave the 
chest compressions that 
kept Robert alive. 

“It felt like a lifetime 
until the paramedics ar¬ 
rived, but it must have 
only been a matter of 
minutes,” Jane added. 

“This just shows why 
it’s important to teach 
everyone first aid - 
especially in schools. 

“Every child should 
be taught how to save a 
life. Without my daugh¬ 
ter and the training St 
John Ambulance gave 
her, Robert would be 


dead and I would be 
heartbroken. 

“I’m so proud of 
Bethany and so very 
grateful. We both are.” 

Bethany says she 
doesn’t believe she is a 
hero: “I’m just glad my 
dad is still here,” she 
said. 

Robert, who is now 
recovering at home 
said: “I would just like 


to sincerely thank St 
John Ambulance for 
teaching the children 
first aid. If it wasn't for 
them and Bethany, I 
wouldn't be here.” 

In the run-up to the 
general election, St 
John Ambulance is 
calling on all politicians 
to pledge their support 
for putting first aid on 
the national curriculum.

Guilty verdict for 
former council chief 


THE former leader of Dorset County Council, 
Spencer Flower, has been found guilty of voting ille¬ 
gally on a planning issue, after he failed to declare a 
personal interest in the matter. 

A district judge ruled that Mr Flower, 72, had bro¬ 
ken sections of the Localism Act 2011, after he ap¬ 
peared at Bournemouth Magistrates’ Court earlier 
this week. 

The landmark ruling is thought to be the first time 
a councillor has been charged for an offence under 
the legislation. 

The case centred on a council planning meeting 
held in February 2013, where Mr Flower failed to de¬ 
clare an interest in the Synergy Housing Association, 
of which he was a non-executive director. 

The judge concluded that the former county council 
leader should not have participated in the meeting 
and sentenced him to a six-month conditional dis¬ 
charge and around £1,000 in costs. 

Though he has since stood down as leader of Dorset 
County Council, the sentence does not affect Mr 
Flower’s role as a member of both DCC and East 
Dorset District Council, and he is allowed to remain 
in post. 

He took over the helm at County Hall in 2013, but 
was replaced by Councillor Robert Gould in Decem¬ 
ber with the matter under investigation.

Dorset Historic Churches Trust (DHCT) has 
awarded £36,000 of grants, with the hope that an¬ 
other £70,000 will be given in the coming months. 

The money, for vital repairs, maintenance and 
restoration work has been allocated to parish 
churches at Charmouth, Compton Valence, Corfe 
Castle, Motcombe, Powerstock, Sturminster New¬ 
ton, West Stafford, Winterbourne Whitechurch, 

Wootton Fitzpaine and St Peter and Paul’s Church 
in Blandford. 

Funds will go towards fixing roofs and gutters, 
repairing leaded windows and renewing electrical 
wiring and worn-out stonework. Funds have also 
been awarded for the installation of a servery to 
make one of the churches more widely usable. 

Simon Pomeroy, Chairman of DHCT, said: “The 
Trust is looking forward to an exciting year ahead 
and we’re thrilled to be able to help preserve beau-

tiful churches across Dorset. The repair works are 
often desperately needed and we rely on fundrais¬ 
ing activity and donations by our many supporters 
and especially the Friends of the Dorset Historic 
Churches Trust to make our work possible. 

“We would like to say thank you to everyone 
who took part in our Ride+Stride event in 2014 
and hope that as many, if not more, people will join 
in the fun this year.” 

This year’s annual Ride+Stride will take place 
on Saturday, September 12th this year and is 
DHCT’s main source of fundraising. It involves 
around 200 parish and church communities across 
the county and last year raised a record £80,000 
for the Trust; £8,000 more than in 2013.

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Borough Gardens to get first grass-free lawn 


DORCHESTER is 
about to create the 
UK’s first community 
grass-free lawn. 

Dozens of volunteers 
have been growing 
seed-trays full of flow¬ 
ers, herbs and other 
plants to replace the 
Borough Gardens grass 
lawn. 

It will be laid by a 
team of volunteers on 
Monday, April 6th; re¬ 
placing the bowling 
green which has been 
in the gardens for 
decades. 

Environmentalists 
claim the new grass- 


free lawn will be better 
for the area’s wildlife, 
attracting insects, 
which in turn should 
increase the number of 
wild birds. 

And, although the 
grass-free lawn won’t 
look like a traditional 
lawn, there will be 
nothing to stop people 
sitting, playing and pic¬ 
nicking on it, once it 
has been established. 

The project was sug¬ 
gested last year by 
Joy Wallis, a Dorch¬ 
ester resident, from 
Dorset Wildlife Trust 
(DWT) and readily 


taken up as this year’s 
town council project by 
Mayor Peter Mann. 

Since September the 
trust has distributed 
1,500 plant trays to 78 
individuals and fami¬ 
lies, six schools, in¬ 
cluding Kingston 
Maurward College, and 
five community groups, 
including Weldmar, 
Cowden Care Farm and 
Whitfield Future Roots 
centre. The result will 
be a patchwork of 
flowering plants, rather 
than grass, which aims 
to create a haven for 
bees and butterflies to 


benefit from. 

DWT’s Community 
Conservation Officer 
Joy Wallis said: “We 
are really grateful to the 
local community, who 
have really pulled to¬ 
gether to help create 
the first grass free lawn 
in Dorchester, and the 
first community grass 
free lawn in the UK. 

“Research suggests 
that this type of lawn is 
fantastic for pollinating 
insects and all sorts of 
other wildlife. It needs 
no chemical additives, 
produces many more 
flowers than a grass 


lawn and there will be 
something in flower all 
year round. There’s 
also a bonus for us as 
it’s nicer to look at and 
requires far less main¬ 
tenance than a tradi¬ 
tional turf lawn. 

“We hope that people 


will visit the gardens 
and feel inspired to try 
it themselves at home!” 

Mayor Peter Mann is 
also looking forward to 
the laying of the lawn; 
“This exciting and in¬ 
novative project has in¬ 
volved a wide range of 


community groups and 
individuals in planting 
up seed trays and now 
helping to plant the 
Grass Free Lawn. I 
very much look for¬ 
ward to seeing colour¬ 
ful flowers nearly all 
the year round and in¬ 


creasing numbers of 
bees and butterflies and 
other pollinating in¬ 
sects.” 

The project has also 
been supported by The 
Heritage Lottery Fund 
and the Gardens 
Group.

Beware

: telephone fraudsters 
operating in the area 


FRAUDSTERS have 
again been targeting the 
Dorchester area. 

Police are warning the 
public after a spate of 
telephone money scams 
targeting the Wey¬ 
mouth and Dorchester 
areas on Monday. 

In one incident at 
around 10.30am a pen¬ 
sioner from Dorchester 
was targeted. 

During the call the of¬ 
fender, calling himself 
Derek, claimed the 
woman’s bank account 
had been compromised 
in some way. She was 
then encouraged to call 
the number on the back 
of her bank card and 
provide her bank de¬ 
tails. 

The offender, unbe¬ 
known to the victim, 
has remained on the 
line and pretended to be 
her bank. 

Other offences that 
were reported to the po¬ 
lice on Monday hap¬ 
pened in the Weymouth 
area. The offenders 
were unsuccessful in 
these cases. 

Inspector Pete 

Browning, of Dorch¬ 
ester police, said: “Of¬ 


fenders are highly con¬ 
vincing and have 
conned many victims 
into handing over thou¬ 
sands of pounds in re¬ 
cent months. 

“I ask people to re¬ 
main vigilant and re¬ 
port any such incidents 
to the police.” 

Their advice includes 
not revealing your bank 
details including PIN to 
anyone - banks will al¬ 
ready have these details 
and will never ask for 
your card back. 

If you receive an un¬ 
expected call from 
someone claiming to be 
from your bank, do not 
give them any details, 
hang up and call your 
bank on their regular 
contact telephone num¬ 
ber and the police - 
wait at least 2 minutes 
after hanging up to 
make the calls to ensure 
that the line is clear or 
use a different tele¬ 
phone. 

Do not give your 
bank cards to strangers 
whatever reason they 
may give you to part 
with them. 

Do not allow any un¬ 
known or unexpected 


callers inside your 
home. If you are suspi¬ 
cious, call 999 immedi¬ 
ately. 

Do not hand over any 
cash to people un¬ 
known to you.

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Watch out for heath fires this Easter 



THE PUBLIC are being 
asked to be the ‘eyes and 
ears’ to help protect the 
county’s heathland from 
arson attacks this year. 

Figures for fires on 
Dorset’s precious heath- 
land always rise at the 
time of school holidays 
and Dorset Fire and Res¬ 
cue service and the 
Urban Heath Partnership 
believe this Easter will 
be no different. 

They are asking people 
to be alert and active in 
reporting any suspicious 
behaviour or fires on the 
county’s heathland. 

“A heathland fire can 
move at speeds faster 
than an Olympic 
sprinter, so we are asking 
people who are out en¬ 
joying the heaths to fol¬ 
low some simple steps,” 


said a spokesman. 

If you are on a heath 
when a fire occurs please 
leave quickly and call 
999 with as much infor¬ 
mation as possible. 

You can also help by 
reporting any antisocial 
behaviour on the heath to 
the Police on 101. 

Please remember it is 
not safe to light barbe- 
ques or camp fires on 
any heathland site. 

Gaynor Mant, Com¬ 
munity Safety Education 
Officer at Dorset Fire 
and Rescue said: “Un¬ 
derstandably more peo¬ 
ple want to get out and 
use Dorset’s natural en¬ 
vironments but we have 
seen an increase in the 
number of deliberately 
set fires on the heath¬ 
land. 


She added: “I cannot 
stress enough how im¬ 
portant it is to take extra 
care when enjoying our 
heaths and open areas. If 
you are a smoker, extin¬ 
guish cigarettes fully be¬ 
fore disposing of them - 
never ever just throw 
them away lit; the result 
could be 50 or 100 fire¬ 
fighters tackling the sub¬ 
sequent blaze.” 

Heathland wardens at 
the scene of a fire will be 
wearing official orange 
tabards with the Heath¬ 
land Warden written on 
them provided by Dorset 
Fire and Rescue Service. 

Anyone caught starting 
a fire on a heath will be 
deliberate arson or neg¬ 
lect, for example an 
unauthorised camp fire 
that gets out of control.

AN EXHIBITION of photography 
by Dorchester man, Andrew Gillett, 
has opened at the library. 

The exhibition, on the top floor, 
will be open until April 11th.

Andrew Gillett was bom in Wilt¬ 
shire and, from a very early age, had 
a strong interest in taking photo¬ 
graphs. His family moved to Dorset 
when he was 11 and he has been 
photographing the area ever since. 

After gaining a degree in visual 
arts from the University of Exeter, 
he worked in London for two years, 
before returning to Dorset where, 
for many years, he taught photogra¬ 
phy ‘A’ level. Andrew now works as 
a freelance photographer and pho¬ 


tography teacher. 

Andrew said: “I am very 
much inspired by the land¬ 
scape of Dorset, in particular 


how the area is changing. The 
majority of the work shown is 
Dorset-based, with a few pic¬ 
tures showing other interests.”

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New steps now make it easier to 


VISITORS to the Jurassic Coast at 
Lulworth will once again be able to 
access Durdle Door with the re¬ 
opening of the steps leading to the 
iconic arch and its safe bathing 
beach. 

Since the partial collapse of the 
steps during the summer of 2012, 
followed by complete collapse in 
early 2014, access to this famous 
landmark has been severely re¬ 
stricted, with only the most agile 
able to negotiate the slope leading 
to the beach. 

Since the cliff falls of 2013-14, 
which also closed part of the South 


West Coast path, the Lulworth Es¬ 
tate have been in talks with national 
and regional agencies responsible 
for coastal access in an attempt to 
rectify the situation at Durdle Door. 

Following a meeting held in Jan¬ 
uary between the Lulworth estate, 
Natural England, Dorset Country¬ 
side and the World Heritage team, 
the estate took the decision to rein¬ 
state access to the beach by funding 
and rebuilding the steps. The cost 
of the project has been met by rev¬ 
enue generated from the car parks 
at Durdle Door and Lulworth 
Cove. 


“We have been acutely aware of 
the inconvenience and loss of a 
much loved rural beach to locals 
and holiday makers, especially 
those staying at nearby Durdle 
Door holiday park. 

“In the end, regardless of who 
was officially responsible for the 
steps or the cost, we felt the situa¬ 
tion could not continue and are de¬ 
lighted to have been able to put 
Durdle Door back on the map for 
walkers, holiday makers and any¬ 
one fascinated by this extraordinary 
feature,” said James Weld of the 
Lulworth Castle estate.

THE FIRST female speaker in 110 
years at an Old Hardyean’s annual 
meeting has described Dorchester’s 
former Green School as “a sort of 
civilised St Trinian’s.” 

Vicar of St Peter’s, the Rev Vicky 
Thurtell, spoke about her days at 
Dorchester Grammar School for 
Girls, widely known as the Green 
School from the colour of their uni¬ 
forms, including their underclothing. 

She was guest speaker at the 110th 
anniversary of the Old Hardyean’s, 
one of her last engagements in the 
town before starting a new role in 
Exeter cathedral. 

Rev Thurtell recalled that because 
Hardye’s (boys’) school was not far 
away, there was a concerted effort to 
keep the girls and boys apart. 

"The boys travelled by train from 
Weymouth,” whe said, “but we Wey¬ 
mouth girls caught a special Bere 
Regis bus for the trip across the 
Ridgeway to Dorchester. 

"Teachers repeatedly warned us 
about not catching the train, being 


much concerned that the lights might 
go out in Bincombe tunnel!" 

In his presidential address, Peter 
Foster drew an interesting timeline 
between the founding of the Old 
Grammarians in 1905 and the present 
day Hardyeans Club. 

Looking at the 1910 photograph, 
with Thomas Hardy and Sir Freder¬ 
ick Treves at the head of the table, 
the President recalled that all the 
early Old Grammarians’ dinners had 
been in the Casterbridge Room at the 
King’s Arms Hotel. 

"Everybody is wearing white tie 
and tails, there would have been 
much thumping of the table and 
shouts of hear hear. Today we are 
back at the King’s Arms, happily 
back to our roots." 

The Annual Reunion Dinner was 
attended by 62 people, predomi¬ 
nately Old Hardyeans, but including 
some from the Green School, the 
Dorchester Secondary Modern 
School and the modern Thomas 
Hardye School.

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Good relationships

This is worth 
up to £300 per child 
and is claimed by the 
childcare providbr. 

Nurseries and child¬ 
minders will be able to 
claim this money for 
children who are eligi¬ 
ble and it can be used to 
enhance that child's 
pre-school education. 
This can be in the form 
of specialist equipment, 
resources or experi¬ 
ences suited to that 
child's individual learn¬ 
ing needs. 

Childcare providers 
have to demonstrate to 
Ofsted how the money 
has been used to benefit 
your child, and if your 
child moves childcare 
providers, the funding 


moves with them. 

Anne Salter, head of 
strategy, partnerships 
and performance said: 
"This is a great source 
of extra funding which 
could really benefit in¬ 
dividual children. It is 
definitely worth parents 
checking to see 
whether their child is 
eligible, and we are en¬ 
couraging parents to 
tell their childcare 
provider if they think 
they might qualify, and 
they will apply for the 
funding for you." 

Childcare providers 
can claim this money if 
parents are in receipt of 
particular benefits, or if 
the child has been 
looked after by the 
local authority at any 
time.

They will now work 
together as preferred 
partners to preserve, 
safeguard and, where 
possible, transform serv¬ 
ices to the public while 
retaining separate force 
identities and local ac¬ 
countability.

Spare Time To Check All Your Tyres 
This Easter, Advises Tyresafe 


MOTORISTS are reducing their 
chances of arriving safely and 
on time this Easter if they don't 
check all their vehicle's tyres be¬ 
fore heading out on to the UK's 
roads at one of the busiest 
times of year, warns TyreSafe. 

The not-for-profit organisa¬ 
tion, dedicated to raising 
awareness about the impor¬ 
tance of correct tyre mainte¬ 
nance and the dangers of 
defective and worn tyres, is also 
reminding vehicle owners that 
those checks should include 
their spare wheel.That essential 
inspection should ensure all 
tyres are at the recommended 
pressure for the load the vehi¬ 
cle will carry - and that will typ¬ 
ically be different for a car when 
carrying a full load than it 
would when carrying just two 
occupants. Looking for bulges 
or damage and making sure the 
tread depth is at least above 
the legal limit of 1.6mm are also 
crucial. 

When it comes to the spare 
wheel specifically - first of all 
check to see if your car has one. 
A recent survey of new cars by 
Honest John* revealed only 8% 
of new cars are sold with a full- 
size spare wheel, with 'space- 
savers', repair kits and run-flat 
tyres being the most common 
alternatives. However, many 
owners are unaware their car is 
equipped with one of these op¬ 
tions, and will be unsure of 
what to do should they suffer a 
puncture or blowout. 

The absence of a spare wheel 
has led to a dramatic rise in call¬ 
outs to the breakdown recov¬ 


ery services, who are likely to 
be extremely busy over the 
Easter holiday. The RAC has re¬ 
ported the number of callouts 
annually to assist drivers with a 
puncture but no spare wheel 
rose from 29,000 in 2010 to 
118,000 in 2014 and that num¬ 
ber is forecast to rise again this 
year to 144,000. Meanwhile, 
tyre-related incidents over the 
Easter holiday period last year 
resulted in 7,500 callouts for the 
AA (17 to 22 April), and were 
the second most common rea¬ 
son Green Flag provided road¬ 
side assistance (almost a 
shocking five times more than 
the next most common fault, 
clutch prob¬ 
lems).

stranded by the 
roadside or in¬ 
volved in easily 
preventable 
tyre-related inci¬ 
dent. 

"As families 
across the coun¬ 
try hit the roads 
over the Easter 


period, it's perhaps no surprise 
that the number of breakdowns 
soar,"comments Stuart Jackson, 
chairman ofTyreSafe."However, 
many of these incidents are 
avoidable if people take the 
time to check their tyres and 
ensure everything is in working 
order. These checks are quick 
and simple to conduct, but es¬ 
sential as they could be the dif¬ 
ference between a pleasurable 
Easter break and one spent by 
the roadside or worse." 

Spare wheel 

Do you have a spare wheel? If 
not, do you know how you will 
deal with a puncture or 


blowout? Unless you plan on 
using the breakdown services, 
take the time to read your man¬ 
ual to learn how to properly use 
tyre sealants, compressor/infla¬ 
tion kits, or run flat tyres. If in 
any doubt, contact a reputable 
tyre retailer for clarification. 

If you do have a full-sized 
spare or a space saver tyre, you 
should check it's properly in¬ 
flated; its tread depth is above 
the legal limit; and it's in good 
working condition (remember 
speed restrictions will apply to 
space savers). Don't forget to be 
sure you have a functioning 
jack and tyre brace.

World Cup Trophy set to visit Weymouth 


RUGBY Union’s greatest prize, the Webb Ellis 
Cup will visit Weymouth & Portland as part of 
its tour of the UK ahead of the Rugby World Cup 
2015 which takes place in September. 

The gilded silver trophy, which stands 15 
inches (38cm) high, is named after William 
Webb Ellis, who is credited as the inventor of 
rugby football. 

will arrive in Weymouth on July 12th to coin¬ 
cide with Weymouth & Portland Rugby Club’s 
Beach Tag / Tag Rugby festival. 

Launched on June 10th, 100 days before the 
opening match, the Rugby World Cup Trophy 
Tour will travel through Scotland, Northern Ire¬ 
land, the Republic of Ireland, Wales and England 
before arriving at Twickenham Stadium on Sep¬ 
tember 18th ahead of the opening ceremony. 

Weymouth & Portland RFC will welcome the 
tour alongside their annual beach event which is 
open to everybody who wishes to enter a team 
from local rugby clubs to cubs, scouts, guides, 
youth clubs, schools, colleges and sports clubs. 

This year the event will take on a World Cup 
theme with teams encouraged to play as national 


teams taking part in this year’s World Cup. 
Chris Davis, Secretary of Weymouth and Port¬ 



land RFC said: “This will be a great honour for 
the club and Weymouth and Portland to host the 


Trophy Tour at our annual beach rugby festival, 
and will be a highlight of this year’s event.” 

A spokesperson for England Rugby 2015 said: 
“With less than six months to go we are de¬ 
lighted to announce that Weymouth & Portland 
will host the Rugby World Cup Trophy Tour on 
its 100 day journey across the UK and Ireland. 

“It will be the perfect opportunity to excite 
and engage fans across the UK and Ireland and 
make 2015 feel like the year of the rugby nation. 

Delivering a continuous 100 day tour means 
we can give as many fans as possible the oppor¬ 
tunity to see the Webb Ellis Cup and tell us their 
rugby story as they countdown to their own tour¬ 
nament experience.

The news that Somerset have secured 
the services of West Indies legend Chris 
Gayle for a three-week period has alerted 
cricket fans across the west Country. 

The 35-year-old hard-hitting opening 
batsman has put pen to paper to appear in 
the following NatWestT20 Blast matches; 
May 22nd Somerset v Sussex (at Taunton) 
May 29th Essex v Somerset 
May 31 st Somerset v Kent (at Taunton) 
June 5th Somerset v Hamp¬ 
shire (at Taunton) 

June 12th Somerset v Sur¬ 
rey (at Taunton) 

June 13th Glamorgan v 
Somerset 

(There is a chance that Gayle 
will not arrive in Taunton 
until May 29th depending on 
his preogress in the Indian 
Premier League with the 
Royal Challengers Banga¬ 
lore). 

Gayle has proven pedigree 
across all forms of the game 
having 103 test matches 
(7,214 runs) and 268 ODI's 
(9,160 runs) under his belt. 

But it is in theT20 format 
that he really has shone. 

Gayle has played 240 20 
overs matches and clubbed 
a colossal 573 maximums 
during that time! 

A former captain of the 
West Indies - in all formats 
- Gayle had a mixed time at 
the soon to be completed 


50 over World Cup in Australia having bro¬ 
ken the competition record with a jaw- 
dropping 215 against Zimbabwe in 
Canberra - although this was subsequently 
topped by New Zealander Martin Guptill's 
unbeaten 237 just days later. 

But this was tempered by a back injury 
that will keep the Jamaican out of the up¬ 
coming three test series on home soil 
against England.

AFTER four games of firing blanks Brid¬ 
port broke the shackles to hit bottom 
side Bishop Sutton for five at St Mary's 
Field, and with a little bit more luck, 
and better finishing, it could have been 
many more.

flected the ball onto his own post. 

The breakthrough came on 20 min¬ 
utes when Richardson beat his marker 
before playing the ball down the chan¬ 
nel to Byerley who turned inside his 
marker and stroked the ball across 
Dempsey into the far corner of the net. 

They doubled the lead two minutes 
later when Richardson rose at the far 
post to head home Dan Wise's corner 
from six yards. 

Despite Bridort's dominance, captain 
Jake McCormick worked hard leading 
the line, and he was almost rewarded 
on the half hour, but his 25-yard shot 
was inches wide of the upright.
